Brazil halts preparations for RoussefTUS trip 


BRASILIA, Brazil (AFP) - 
Brazil's President Dilma 
RousseShas halted advance 
preparations far a Waslung- 
ton. visit, officials said Thurs¬ 
day, amid a row over reports 
she vifas targeledhy US spies. 

A spokeswoman for 
Rousseff said a trip by a 
Brazilian delegation to pre¬ 
pare for the president's Octo¬ 
ber 23 visit to Washington 
"was cancelled." 

The spokeswoman did not 
say why the tnp was can¬ 
celled, or whether it might 
rescheduled, but it comes 
after Brazil demanded expla¬ 
nations from Washington for 
reports that the US National 
Security Agency (NS A) spied 
on her communications. 

Rousseff, who is in Saint 
Petersburg, Russia for a G3D 
meeting that includes US 


President BEurack Obama, 
"wants a retraction by the 
government of the United 
States,' the spokeswoman 
said. 

A Brazilian foreign min¬ 
istry spokesman told AFP 
"the technical mission was 
postponed" and added that 
"the exp ectation is it v/iil take 
place' later. 

"We are waiting for a for¬ 
mal explanaftion from the US 
government,' he said. He 
said it has not been provided 
so far. 

Asked whetlier Rousseff 
would meet Nvith Obama on 
the sidelines of the G2D 
meeting, the presidential 
spokeswoman said "tliere is 
still nothing planned but she 
still has until tomorrow" 

US national secunty 
spokesman Ben Rliodes told 


reporters in St Petersburg that 
the White House had not 
been informed of any delay 
to planning for F^.ousseffs 
visit Wasliinglon and planned 
talks with Obama. 

"I'm not aware of that. I 
know that tliey are seeing 
each other I think they're 
seating next to each other at 
the G2D sessions actually, so 
I'm sure they'll have an op¬ 
portunity to talk," he said. 

"I addressed tins earlier 
today, in terms of our com¬ 
mitment to work with them, 
to understand their concern 
around the NSA issue, that's 
what we'll continue to do." 

The October 23 visit 
would be Rousseffs frrst to 
Washington, and the first 
state visit by a foreign leader 
tins year.

SAINT-PETERSBURG 
(AFP) - President Vladimir 
Putin on Thursday allowed 
world leaders to tin ash out 
their bitter difilerences on the 
Syria crisis at the D2D sum¬ 
mit over dinner, as US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama pressed 
the case for military action in 
tlie face of strong Russian op¬ 
position. 

As tensions over the Syr¬ 
ian conflict threatened to tor¬ 
pedo the working schedule of 
tlie G20 summit outside Saint 
Petersburg, Ritinmade a last 
minute announcement for 
participants to air tlieir views 
over dinner. 

Russia has led opposition 
to US-led military action 
against the Synan President 
Bashar al-Assad over a 
chemical attack on August 2 1 
outside Damascus tliat Wash¬ 
ington says was perpetrated 
by the regime. 

In New York, the US 
envoy to the United Nations 
accused Russia of holding tlie 
UN Secunty Council hostage 
wlnle British Pnme Minister 
David Cameron said London 
had fresh evidence of chemi¬ 
cal weapons use. 

In a new bid for apeacefi.il 
solution for Syna, the UN an¬ 
nounced that Its special 
envoy Laklidar Braliimi was 
on his way to attend ffie sum¬ 
mit to push for peace talks. 

Russia meanwhile said 
Syria's Foreign Minister 
Walid Muallem would travel 
to Moscow on Monday as 
Obama seeks to convince US 
lawmakers to approve mili¬ 
tary action. 

No information filtered 
out about the exchanges at 
tlie cl 0 sed-door dinner ho sted 
by Putin at the luxurious im¬ 
perial palace of Peterhof out¬ 
side Saint Petersburg 

Ritin and Dbama put ana 


show of smiles for the cam¬ 
eras as tliey shook hands just 
before the summit got under 
way on the shores of the Gulf 
of Finland. 

Syria's sillies remained un¬ 
moved by Obama's push, with 
Iran's supreme leader Ayatol¬ 
lah All Khamenei calling alle¬ 
gations of an August 21 
chemical weapons attack by 
tlie regime a 'pretext" to 
launch strikes against the 
country, and pledgmg to sup¬ 
port Damascus "until tlie end". 

A British source told AFP 
that a soil and cloth sample 
taken from the site of tlie al¬ 
leged chemical attack in the 
Syrian capital "has tested 
positive for sarin" 

--- 'War cannot solve the 
problem' -— 

Beyond convincing Rus¬ 
sia, Obama has a tough sell 
ahead elsewhere, with China 
-- another veto-wielding Se¬ 
cunty Council member -- 
having already expressed its 
"grave concerns" overumlat- 
erai military sinkes

Pacific nations agree to 
cut bluefin tuna catches 


Bishops in US come out against

German police take 40 children 
from Christian sect 

BERLIN |AFP) - German police on Thursday raided a 
Christian sect and took away 40 children citing evidence 
they had been beaten and abused, media reports said. 
More than 100 police targeted two locations of "The 
Twelve Tribes” In the soyttiern state of Bavaria, the local 
Augsburger Allgemeine and Spiegel Online said. The 
dawn raids followed "new evidence pointing to signifi¬ 
cant and ongoing child abuse by the members", locat of¬ 
ficials were quoted as saying. The Christian group, 
which describes itself as a "spiritual brotherhood", had 
been in trouble with authorities before for its refusal to 
send their children to state schools. In all, police with¬ 
drew from the community's custody 28 children from 
one monastery near the town otDeinIngen and 12 from 
a second location, Woernitz. The children were tem- 
porarMy handed Into the care of foster families. Wit¬ 
nesses to the raids were quoted as saying the police had 
met no resistance from the Christian group, which de¬ 
nied the allegations. Spiegel Online quoted local offi¬ 
cials as saying a family court and youth office had 
received "credible, concrete and actionable infomiation” 
that the "physical and emotional welfare of the children 
could be permanently compromised". The US-founded 
Twelve Tribes said in an online statement: "We are an 
open and transparent comMunity that does not foliate 
any form of child abuse. Our children grow up in a loving 
environment and are educated in the spirit of charity."

WASHINGTON (AFP|-Cli¬ 
mate change caused by 
human use of fossil fuels 
played a role in about a 
half dozen extreme 
weather events last year, 
international scientists 
said Thursday. 

A team of experts exam - 
ined 12 wild weather 
episodes in 2012, from 
droughts in the United 
States and Afneato heavy 
rainfall in Europe, Aus¬ 
tralia, China, Japan and 
New Zealand. 

About half of the hand- 
picked events showed 
some sign of being worse 
than expected due to ele¬ 
ments like warmer oceans 
and hotter temperatures 
brought on by the rise in 
greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions and aerosols in the 
atmosphere. 

The report, called "Ex¬ 
plaining Extreme Events 
of 2012 from a Climate 
Perspective," was pub¬ 
lished in the Bulletin of the 
American Meteorological 
Society. 

The goal of the research 
effort is to understand 
whether extreme events 
are likely to occur more 
frequently in the future, 
and ^whether their inten¬ 
sity is changing because 
of natural factors or 
human caused change," 
they told reporters. 

However, unusual rains 
in China and Japan, while 
extreme, did not appear to 
have a clear link to human- 
caused climate change. 

One of the strongest ex¬ 
amples of human influ¬ 
ence was seen m an 
unusual heat wave in the 
eastern US from March to 
May 2012. The human con¬ 
tribution to that event was 
estimated at 36 percent 
raising the risk of such a 
hot speli by 12 times, the 
report said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Facebook is drawing fire from 
privacy activists again, after 
unveiling a new policy winch 
could turn users' data and pic¬ 
tures into adveilisiJQg. 

The new plau would "dra¬ 
matically expand the use of 
personal information for ad¬ 
vert! sing purposes," said a let¬ 
ter this week to the US 


Federal Trade Commission by 
six privacy organisations. 

Tlie letter said the changes 
violate a 2011 consent order 
witli die US watchdog agency 
and urged the FTC to "act to 
enforce its order." 

If the changes take effect, 
the letter said. “Facebook 
users who reasonably be¬ 
lieved that their images and 


content would not be used for 
cominercial purposes witliout 
their consent will now find 
their pictures showing up on 
the pages of their fiiends en¬ 
dorsing the products of Face- 
hook's advertisers." 

Facebook unveiled the 
ciianges as part of a settlement 
of a class action setdemeot 
over the use of Facebook user 
names and images in so-called 
"sponsored stones." 

According to the letter, 
Facebook's exisdng policy al¬ 
lowed Its users to limit Low 
their name and profile picture 
may be associated with adver¬ 
tising. 

Under the newly proposed 
policy, Facebook says, "You 
give us permission to use your 
name, profile picture, content, 
and information in connection 
witli commercial, sponsored, 
or related content." 

Activists said tliis allowed 
Facebook to turn virtually all

WASHlflGTOH (AFP) - 
Global smartphone sales are 
expected to top one billion in 
? 013, driven hy 1 ow-co st hand¬ 
set and gains m emerging mar¬ 
kets, a research finn said. 

International Data Corp 
said It sees the smartphane 
market growing4 D percent tliis 
year, and will likely grow to 
1.7hillion annually by 3017 

Overall mobile phone sales 
will grow 7.4 percent, re¬ 
bounding fi'om a nearly flat 
year in 3013, IDC said Total 
mobile handsel sales are ex¬ 
pected to be some 1 S bilhon, 
with more than half of that in 
the smartphone segment. 

Smartphone growth is tlie 
result of a variety of factors. 


including steep device subsi¬ 
dies from earners, especiatly in 
mature economic markets, as 
well as a growing ari’ay of sub- 
1300 smaitphones. 

"Two yeai's ago, the woiid- 
wide smartphone market 
flirted witli shipping half a hil- 
hon units for the first time - to 
double that m just two yeai's 
highlights the ubiquity that 
smartphones have achieved," 
said Ramon Llamas, I DCs 
mobile research manager. 

"The smartphone has gone 
from being a cuttmg-edge 
communications tool to be¬ 
coming an essential compo¬ 
nent m the everyday lives of 
billions of consumers." 


By 3017, smartphones ar'e 
expected to take over nearly ail 
sales m the most developed 
economies, accordrng to I DCs 
Kevrn Restivo. 

"Aggiessrve carrier subsi¬
